SUBJECT : Proposed Congressional Briefings 


1. Attached are two lists of briefings. List A 
covers our major Committees; List B reflects nine subjects 
we might offer those Committees with which we normally 
have little contact. This is an effort to comply with 
Admiral Turner's request that we seek out new customers. 


2. I would anticipate most of the List B briefings 
would be delivered by teams of experts rather than by 
senior Agency officials. We stand ready to provide written 
briefings and backup if senior officials do wish to become 
involved. Each of the subjects has been cleared with the 
appropriate Office to make sure we can deliver as promised. 


3. Please note that two items have been dropped from 
the List B provided you earlier. Our meteorologist is in 
training and we cannot deliver the proposed item on climate 
and crops in the USSR for several months. I also felt it 
might be better not to offer a sensitive R&D briefing to 
the Senate and House Committees concerned with science 
until we could first present it to at least one of our over- 
sight Committees.
